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Do not assume content reflects current 
scientific knowledge, policies, or practices.

Well 
established own root lilacs can 
take a lot of punishment, but any 
lilac will be happier with a good 
supply of moisture, and young 
stock not yet fully established 
needs it badly at such a time. 
With water often rationed during 
such periods, what can you do? 
IMPROVE THE SOIL to hold moisture 
better - working in vermiculite 
is helpful - compost is better 
since it provides good plant food 
as well as holding moisture ~

peat moss is not recommended be- 
cause of its acidity. Keep ground 
around lilacs FREE OF GRASS AND 
WEEDS that take water from the. 
soil. MULCH to hold soil benpere- 
ture lower and reduce evaporation 
- almost any form of coarse hay 
or straw will work. Sawdust isn't 
recommended; it tends to take ni- 
trogen from the soil. To provide
